Frankie Ford Describes Trag- 
edy Scene in West Hammond 
When Messmaker Dies. 


INSISTS IT WAS MURDER. 


Held as Accessory, She Says ‘Dope 
Decanter’ Was Kept in 
Foss’ Resort. 


A confession which, it is expected, will 
open the doors to the solution of four death 
mysteries of West Hammond, was obtained 
yesterday by Coroner Peter Hoffman from 
Frankie Ford. Immediately after she com- 
pleted her confession, she was arrested on 
a warrant charging her with being an ac- 
cessory to the murder of Charles Messmaker, 
who is believed to have been poisoned in 
the resort of Henry Foss. | 
„The woman, an inmate of Foss’ place, and 
companion of Méesemaker the night preced- 
ing his death, was taken into custody on 
Wednesday night by Virginia Brooks. After 
hours of questioning by Miss Brooke, police 
officers, and the coroner, the prisoner told 
a long story of vice and corruption in West 
Hammond that startled her hearers. 

And she hasn't told all.“ Coroner Hoff- 
man announced after he had finished a six 
hour interview with her. The coroner was 
reticent concernig details of the woman's 
confession, but it was asserted on other au- 
thority there would be a number of mur- 
der arrests in West Hammond before twen- 
ty-four hours have elapsed.’’ 


Sheds Light on Death Mysteries. 

Besides the Messmaker death her story 
shed light on the mysterious demise of these 
three persons: 

Martin L. Sonnanstine, who was 
killed as the result of a quarrel in the 
resort of Will Stevens on June 17, 

Esther Harrison, an inmate of 
Fosse’ place, who died on July 23 with 
an assigned cause of “excessive alco- 
holism.” 

Robert Clayton, cabman, chief wit- 
mess in the Mesamaker case, who died 
Aug. 28 of “stomach trouble.” ?“ 


The Ford woman said thet she knew Mes- 
maker was murdered. She insisted he was 
killed with dope from a “*‘ knockout de- 
camter that always was kept on the back 
bar of Foss’ place. She named her former 
employer as the vice paymaster of West 
Hammond's crooked municipal and, police 
officers and declared a number of the graft 
gathering officeholders kept affinities in the 
Foss dive. 

“I was afraid they had sent Messmaker 


drinks from the ‘dope’ bottle when they’ 


were brought into the room on the morning 
he died,” she told her inquisitors. “ We had 
been out until 12 o'clock the night before, but 
Messmaker was all right, except he had been 
drinking when he went to bed. 


Tells of Drugged Drinks. 
“ He awoke about 6 o’clock in the morning 


; and I sent downstairs for drinks. They sent 


up two gmeses of whisky—big glasses. I no- 
ticed they had a peculiar odor. Messmaker 
drank both. I.went into another room e while 
and when came back he was growing cold 
anc I yelled to Foss he was dying. 

“ Foss came running up the stairs and said 
he would send for a doctor right away. Meese 
maker. had $90 and I bad taken it from him 
a couple of times and put it inside @ pillow 
slip. While he was gaeping his lest he 
clutched this money from the pillow. Foes 
told me to take the money. I did, but I put 
it in Mesemeker’s clothes.” 

The woman went into detail concerning the 
city officials who made the Foss dive their 
headquarters and told the teveelgossip about 
the other mysterious deaths which the au- 
thoritties are investigating. She declared 
Foss and amother resort keeper ma med Moore 
were the keepers who collected police graft 
and turned it over to the officials. 
dne gave the names of women with whom 
the officials stopped in various resorts. She 
talked of the murders as she would ten of 
taking a drink or a bit of dope,“ of which 
she ‘Is a user. 


Police Search for Witnesses. 
In the evening Coroner Hoffman, Assistant 
County Attorney Johnson, Attorney Samuel 
K. Markman, counsel for the Messmaker 
family, and a score of detectives sought for 
witnesses mentioned by the woman. 
The witnesses wanted are: 


Ada Vanderbilt, former inmate of 
the Foss place, who was present dur- 
ing Messmaker’s dying agontes. 

Kittie Clark, who also saw Mess- 
maker as he was dying. 

„Carrie,“ a maid and laundress for 
Foss. ' 

All the women disappeared after Mess- 
maker's death. According to the Ford wom- 
an, Foss told them to go away. CleWs to 
their whereabouts have been obtained and 
their arrests are expected today. 

If the physical condition of the Ford woman 
permits she probably will be arraigned this 
morning before County Judge Owens, who 
signed the warrant. for her arrest. Her 
nervous condition last night was such that 
Assistant Chief Schuettler ordered her taken 
from the West Chicago avenue station, where 
she was locked up, to the Bridewell hospita!,

It's a lie,“ he gaid. I never gave Foss 
even a prescription that could be used for 
making knockout drops—let alone mixing 
them for him. 

“When I was called to see dest hor 
he continued, his eyes were fixed and the 
pupils mere pin points. He never moved a 
muscle, and I said at once it was a case of 
morphine poisoning.. I looked at Frankie 
Ford, who was standing there. I rolled up 
the left sleeve of the man and found the mark 
of a morphine needle just below the elbow. 

Then the Ford woman said she had given 
him an injection, but that it was only water. 
I was so busy trying to save the man’s life 
that 1 did not question the people further. 
Besides the Ford girl, Ada Vanderbilt, Kittie 
Clark, and a woman they called re and 
Foss were present. 

Foss brought a death e 0 for me to 
sign. Mrs. Messmaker demanded an investi- 
gation of the death of her husband, and I re- 
fused to sign any certificate. I don't remem- 
ber that Foss said anything one way or an- 
other when I refused to sign it.“ 


Coroner to Reopen Case. 


The coroner announced he would reopen the 


continued inquests in the Messmaker case as 
soon as Dr. George W. Webster reported his 
findings on the stomach analysis. 

My analysis will not be completed for 
several days, the physician said. ‘1 cannot 
tell yet it the stomach contains poison.” 

Developments of the general West Ham- 
mond vice and graft investigation came with 
the same rapidity that characterized the new 
features of the Meesmaker murder base. At- 
torney Perry Patterson came into possession 
of new evidence which will be submitted to 
the state's attorney's office in a few days for 
grand jury action. .

New York Senator Thinks Vermont

LONDON, Sept. 5.—Chauncey M. Depew 
sees the presidential fight as between Wilson 
and Roosevelt, with Taft a bad third.“ 
The former United States senator from New 
York thinks the result*of the state election 
in Vermont makes the Republican outlook 
bad. He said if it had been any other state 
than Vermont it would not have been so thd, 
but Vermont was a rock ribbed Republican 
state and never had the habit of chasing poiit- 
ical jack-o'-lanterns like some western states. 

“On the face of the returns,“ continued 
Mr. Depew, it looks like a contest between 
Taft and Wlileon, with the latter running 
strong but Taft having a good chance. Un- 
fortunately, however, an analysis of the re- 
turns shows a different condition. Rooseveit 
drew practically hie entire yote from the Re- 
publicans, which means that if Roosevelt 
can hold his preconvention following in New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania. Illinois, California, 
and other western states it will be a fight be- 
tween Roosevelt and Wilson, with Wilson a 
sure winner and Taft a bad third in any eveut. 


U. 8. KEEPS NICARAGUA GOOD

Forces There Now Almost Com- 
pletely Dominate. 


FEDERALS WIN VICTORIES. 


Rear Admiral Wires That All Amert- 
cans Are Safe. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.—There were 
governement successes over the rebels in 
several engagements in Nicaragua today and 
a large number of directing heads of the 
revolution were captured. 

The American naval forces in the Central 
American republic now almost completely 
dominate the situation. 

These are the advices received by the state 
department. Maj. ‘Butler, commanding the 
marines, expresses the opinion that he will 
have little trouble protecting the railroad 
and maintaining communication between 
Managua and Corinto. 


Americans Not in Danger, 

Reassuring advices were received from 
Rear Admiral Southerland regarding the 
situation of the Americans and other for- 
elgners at Matagaipa. He reports that ru- 
mors of their danger have been greatly ex- 
aggerated. 

‘The first battalion of marines taken to Co- 
rinto on the California, after having been 
rushed doysnothe east coast of the United 
States from Philadelphia, left Corinto yes- 
tercay for Leon, accompanied by e hospital 
} corps éetachment. The second battalion and 
a large landing party from thé cruisér Colo- | 
rado is expected to leave for the same des- 
tination. 


Details of Federal Victories. 
Minister Weitzel wired that Col. Zolorzano 
Diaz with 200 troops defeated 380 Zelay istas 
commanded by Gen. Narciso Berrios on Sept.

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"DATA T0 BAOK UP 
PANAMA CANAL ACT 


Exemption of U. 8. Ships Adds 
Only 10 Per Cent to For- 
eign Toll, Is Claim. 


RATE MAY BE PUT AT $1. 


Believed It Would Yield Enough 
to Meet Cost of Operation 
and Maintenance. 


Washington, D. C., Sept 5.-—The letter of 
Sir Edward Grey, British foreign secretary, 
to the Gateshead chamber of commerce re- 
garding the British government's attitude 
towards the Panama canal act, is regarded 
as an indication thet the negotiations be- 
tween the two countries are to have a finan- 
cial basis. 

The foreign eecretary’s argument is that 
British shipping will be burdened with an 
undue proportion of the charges for the main- 
temance of the canal through the exemption 
from tolls of American coastwise Shipping. 

In view of this. importance ie attached to 
an inquiry which now is being conducted on 
the isthmus by Prof. Emery R. Johnson, spe- 
clal commissioner on Panama traffic and 
tolls. He now is engaged in a study of the 
financial aspect of the enterprize, so that 
the tolls may be adjusted to the needs of 
the canal on a Strictly scientific basis, and 
he is expected im Washington soon with thig 
data. 


Tonnage of Coastwise Ships. 

In view of Sir Edward Grey's statement 
that Britisn ships will have to pay for the 
American exemption it is noted that in the 
data already prepared by Prof. Johnson the 
whole of the American coastwise traffic that 
is likely to pass through the Panama canal 
immediately after it is opened will be about 
1,000,000 tons, or a little more than 10 per 
cent of the total tonnage that will pass 
through the canal in the years 1015 and 1076. 

In the course of five years it is estimated 
that this American coastwise tonnage will 
rise to 1,414,00 tons, but as the foreign com- 
merce will inc-ease in like proportion, the 
game relation between the two- will exist. 

On the face of the figures this would indi- 
cat that the British and other foreign com- 
merce would have to bear an additional bur-

It is pointed out, however, as a matter of

: May Put Rate at Even Dollar. 

Prof. Johnson's statistics disclose still an.

After pointing out the many advantages 
of the Suez in the way of coaling facilities, 
low insurance rates, superior opportunities 
for picking up cargoes. between terminals,

Income Would Pay Expenses. 

On the basis of 10,000,000 tons business 
this would yield an income adequate to meet 
the cost of operations and maintenance of 
the canal—$3,500,000—allow $500,000 a year 
for sanitation of the sone, and provide a fair 
rate of interest on the §375,000,000 which the 
canal has cost, fot to speak of the possi- 
bility of providing for a sinking fund. 

Allowing 2 per cent interest on the capital 
invested in the canal and 1 per cent for a 
sinking fund, the total of the annual charges 
on the canal is likely to be more than 
$15,000,000, or about 50 per cent more than the 
gross revenue from tolls.

Another suit will be Med today agsinat the 
hospital, according to Thomas Swanson, the 
mustcian’s attorney. Inability to iearn the 
‘mame of the real owner ot the hospital de- 
layed the filing of the sult. Mr. Swanson 
said at night he believed a clerk employed 
by the Street car company is the nomine! 
ewner of the hospital. 


Nehls Recalls Accident. 

“I was injured in an accident at Western 
and Belmont avenues on June 19.“ said 
Nehls, who now is at Alexian Brothers’ hos- 
pital. “I remember all that happened to me. 
After I fell from the car I was unable to get 
up, as my les hurt dreadfully. I finally 
managed to get to my feet and told the con- 
ductor“‘of the car I would go homealone. An 
ambulance had come by this time and the 
street car men insisted that I get into it. I 
told them I didn’t want an ambulance. They 
insisted), and after promising to take me home 
I got into the ambulance. Instead of taking 
me home I was taken to the Sheridan Park 
hospital. 

“Forced to Sign Paper.” 

„There I was forced to sign a paper releas- 
ing the street car company from Hability 
for damages and accepting $50. It was not 
until after I had been at the hospital ten 
days that Miss Anna Bilke, my flancée, was 
notified where I was. Then I was released 
as practically cured. 

Investigation by other physicians showed

subordination. He was chained there by leg 
irons to a convict. 

After awhile, he says, he was glad he was 
the governor instead of a convict, and gave 
orders that that dungeon should not again 
be used while he is head of the state govern- 
ment.

Here in Jackson last Tuesday it was frankly 
given out by the warden that over forty 


men were housed in the bull pen, semi-dun- 


geon of this prison. There are only twelve 


cells in the bull pen, so there must have been 


four in most of these cells. 


Convict Sent Alone 2,000 Miles. 


Arizona is probably 2,000 miles from the 
national capital, yet the governor of the 
state sent one of his prisoners all the way 
to Washington without guard. This con- 
vict had been sentenced to five years in 
prison for forgery. He worked out a method 
of obtaining electricity from the air. The 
governor sent him to Washington to work 
out a model and get a patent. When he got 
through he returned to his old prison life. 

The governor tells of another case where 
he sent a man 100 miles to get a team of 
horses and drive them overland to Flor- 
ence, the home of the Arizone prison. 

Recently one of the Arisona newspapers 
printed a “society item saying that Eu- 
gene Mata, a well known and highly re- 
epected convict from Munt's uplift resort. 
was leaving for a month’s vacation at Albu- 
querque, N. M. 

The governor quotes from a letter from 
the comvict’s aged parents, who needed his 
services on their piace during a period of 
financial distress. The letter says they will 
never forget the kindness. . Meta returned to 
prison when his work wke completed. 

The Arizona system is one of the most 
liberal in the country in rewards to the 
convicts who work Industriously and behave. 
The honor men are used in the construction 
of bridges and highways and at farm work. 
They are sent out in squads without any 
guards after giving their word of honor 
that they will not attempt to run away. For 
each day's work well done under those con- 
ditions two days of good time ie added to 


| the prisoners’ allowance. 


Ball Game Dropped This Year. 


On still another occasion the baseball team 
of the prison was permitted to go unguarded 
or even escorted to a neighboring town nine 
miles away for a game. They got back to 
prison promptly at the time set for their re- 
turn. 3 
NM has been the custom in the penitentiary 
here for years to have a bail game between 
the prisoners within the walis on the Fourth 
of July. This year, for some unexplained 
reason, the game was not permitted. Many 
of the prisoners were angry. A large num- 
ber of windowe were broken by the con- 
victs to show their displeasure. 

They acted like they had some legal right 
to a ball game,“ sald anattaché of the prison.

PLAN GETS INDORSEMENT 


Pledges Made for Purchase of 
College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. 


A medical school probably will be opened 
in Chicago by the University of IIuinols as a 
result of petitions given the trustees of the 
university by the council of the alumni as- 
sociation of the medical school of the un- 
versity and by the Illini Club of Chicago, 
composed of graduates of the university. 

Pledges have been made by these to pur- 
chase the plant and site of the College of Phy- 
siclanea and Surgeons, West Congress and 
Honoré streets, and present them to the unl- 
versity: for a medical school. 


School Closed on June 30. 

The medical school of the university in 
Chicago was closed by the trustees on June 
80 owing to the failure of the legislature 
to appropriate funds for its support, and it 


nad been arranged to conduct this depart- 


ment at Urbana. 

Another reason for closing the school was 
the refusal of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons to renew Its lease to the university. 

Since the school has been closed in Chi- 
cago, the alumni have been at work secur- 
ing pledges of funds for the purchase of 
the college and physicians’ plant. Their 
work met with success and petitions were 
sent to President Edmund Janes James of 
the university last week, asking that the 
achool be reopened in Chicago. 

The petition of the council of the alumni 
association was signed by Dr. Edward L. 
Keintz, president; Dr. Howard O. Shafer,

Death of Pioneer in Suffrage Movemetit 
in Chicago Removes Leading Figure 
from Mang Organizations of the City.

Mrs. Lillian D. Duncanson, for twenty-five 
years an active figure in the woman's clubs 
in Chicago, will be buried from her residence, 
5457 Winthrop avenue tomorrow. 

Mrs. Duncanson was a pioneer in the wom- 
au's suffrage movement in Chicago. It was 
through her efforts that Mrs. Emeline Pank- 
huist, English suffragist leader, was brought 
to America On a speaking tour. Mrs. Dun- 
canson aleo was largely responsible for the 
establishment of the Carter H. Harrison 
bathhouse in Mather street, the first munici- 
pal bathhouse in Chicago. 

Mrs. Duncanson is best remembered by 
Chicago eclubwomen for her fight to have 
the Political Equality league admitted as a 
member of the American Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs. She won the federation's recog- 
nition after the suffrage body had been barred 
for four years because x was a political 
organization. 

It was through Mrs. Duncanson that Mrs. 
Imogene Paul was made superintendent of 
street cleaning on the south side and Chi- 
cago’s first “ white wings brigade " was es- 
tablished. She also was a charter member 
of the Woman's Athietic club and was a 
leader in the North End and Chicago Wom- 
an's clubs. 

Mrs. Duncanson, who was 48 years old, 
died Wednesday evening after a two years 
Ulness. She is survived by her husband, Her- 
bert W. Duncanson, real estate dealer, her 
mother, Mrs. Mary J. Davis, and a sister, 
Harriet B. Davis.

MAT FEED GIRLS 
IN CHURCH CAFE 


Dr. MeGann of Trinity: Tells 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew 
of His New Iden. 


Speaks at Convention at U. of C.; 
Urges Wider Reading of 
the Bible. 


A casual question asked by a passerby may 
lead to the institution of a unique-idea in 
church management, The interrogator was 
the Rey. John Moore McGanh, rector of Trin- 
ity church, Twenty-sixth street and Michi- 
gan avenue. 

Dr. McGann told the story of the origin of 
the idea yesterday to delegates to the twenty- 
seventh annual convention of the Brother- 
hood of St. Andrew, at tthe University of Chi- 
cago. * | * 

The rector said he was walking to @ car 
liné preparatory to visiting the convention, 
when he saw a group of girls resting from 
their work in a factory. 

“I went up to them,” he said, and an-, 
nounced that I was a churchman and open 
to suggestions as to the management of my 
church. I told them the church was erected 
for them; for their benefit it was maintained 


Girl Ready with Suggestion. 

“IT asked them what the church meant to 
them. I asked, ‘If you were running the 
church, what new idea would you material- 
ize” After a few moments of thought one of 
the giris said, ‘ I would maintain a lunchroom 
as an annex to the church. It would safe- 
guard young girls from contact with flirta- 
tious and insulting men. It would provide a 
homelike and agreeable atmosphere for girls 
who are forced to eat alone downtown. The 
church could furnish food more cheaply—per- 
haps without profit. In this way factory girls 
would be able to save more from their pitia- 
bie salaries.’ 

“ Every one of the girls voiced the same 
opinion. Some of them were tired and worn 
and 1 thought how much more agreeable 
would be a church restaurant for them where 
they might eat and rest, free from the stares 
and insults of vulgar youth. 

“TI told them it was a splendid idea. I 
mean to start the movement at once to place 
a lunchroom in the church for girls.” 


Speakers Lay Stress on Bible. 

Plans for the general diffusion of the prac- 
tice of reading and consulting the Bible 
formed the context of every speech made on 
the opening of the main convention.
